HUONG FALL 


Trooper who Spent Several Weeks 


here and Made a Number of Ac­ 


quaintances Fell out of a Hotel 


Window. 
Fatally Hurt. 


Cornelius Driscoll, about 29 
years 
old, rn member of the Fifteenth United 
States Cavalry, which w*as 
here 
for 
several weeks in July and is now en­ 
camped at Winchester. Va., fell from 
a window* on the third floor of the City 
Hotel, 
Hagerstown, 
early 
.Sunday 
morning anil sustained 
injuries from 
which he died later at the Washington 
County Hospital. Driscoll will be well 
remembered by a number of 
Gettys­ 
burg people with whom he became uc- 
luainted. 
Policeman Jacob Sailer found 
the 
nsensible soldier lying on 
the 
side­ 
walk at 3:45. He notified Proprietor 
W. Earl McCardell and 
Dr. W. B. 
Morrison was summoned. 
Driscoll w*as removed to the Wash­ 
ington County Hospital and died as he 
was being carried in. On the way to 
the hospital he became conscious for a 
moment and 
recognized 
his 
soldier 
companion, James O’Sullivan, who had 
occupied the same room with him. 
Driscoll’s 
body 
was a 
mass of 
bruises. One side of 
his 
head 
was 
crushed in and both arms were frac­ 
tured. 
McCardell went to the 
room 
that 
had been occupied 
by 
Driscoll 
and 
awakened O’Sullivan and Sergt. O. 
It. May, Arthur 
Carroll and 
Leroy 
Green, who occupied the communicat­ 
ing room. None of the soldiers knew 
of Driscoll’s accident. 
They could offer no explanation 
whatever as to how* Driscoll 
received 
the injuries. 
He 
wa- a most genial 
fellow, well liked and was never known 
to drink to excess. H** was possessed 
f a fine disposition. 
There 
was no 
trouble whatever between the men and 
they all retired at the ame time. 
A half-smoked cigarette lay on the 
window sill. It is thought that he sat 
in the window to smoke and fell asleep 
md tumbled out. 
A coroner’s jury returned a verdict 
that Driscoll’s death was due

Last Were Found Near the Body of 


Slain Woman. 


New York, Aug. IL’.—A young wo­ 
man warn Fwotid murdered in1 a patch of 
marsh ground 
uear Spuyten

crock, the-no# th e m ext Awn hit y of Man­ 
hattan Island. 
Her throat had been cut from oar to 
ear, her hands were badly lacerate!!, 
and torn clothes and foot prints in the 
vicinity indicated that she had stiug- 
.eieO vainly with one or more assail 
ants.

The body was found by Frank C Al­ 
len, w ho w as taking a short n it across 
iota to his Lyme. He stumbled over 
tho body, which still was warm. 
An 
ambulance surgeon said the woman 
probably had not been dead more than 
two hours. 
The woman was about thirty years 
old. had chestnut brown hair, regular 
features 
and 
weighed 
about 
lid 
pounds. 
She was five feet live inches 
tall. 
She was neatly clothed in a 
white shirtwaist, a black skirt, blu* k 
stockings and tan shoes. 
The police believe she was decoyed 
to the lonely spot, but the motive is 
unknown. 
Many New York employment agnn 
eies take the finger prints of their ap­ 
plicants. Upon this practice rested the 
hope of central office detectives to 
Identify the victim. Every Identifying 
mark on her clothing had been effaced. 
Experts 
from 
police 
headquarters 
made imprints of her fingers at the 
morgue. Detectives are searching the 
finger print files of employment agen­ 
cies on the theory that she may have 
been a domestic. A stained jack kni.c 
and a shoem aker’s last found near the 
body are believed to have been used 
by tho assailant and furnish the only 
clues so far. 
Two scon- detectives, armol with an 
excellent description of tho suspected 
slayer, are making a city-wide search 
for him. 
For hours, following the discovery 
of the body the police reserves of the 
St. Nicholas avenue staiion. picking 
their way by means of lanterns and 
torches, tramped through the dense 
wood adjoining the swamp in search 
of the slayer, believing that he might 
have sought refuge there. 
The man for whom the detectives 
are searching is described as being 
about five feet five inches tall, strong­ 
ly built and wearing what is believed 
to have been a blue suit an i straw 
hat. This description was furnished tc 
the police by tho 
conductor of

Broadway car, who said fha* shortly 
before the time the murder is believ­ 
ed to have occurred he saw a man of 
that description leave his car ami walk 
toward tile swamp as if expecting t 
meet some one.

IHE SITUATION IS IMPROVED 


John Lind Arrives In Mexican Capital 


and Starts Conferences W ith Charge 


□ ’Affaires. 


W ashington, Aug. 12. — President 
Wilson let it be known that he was 
inclined to believe there was an or­ 
ganized 
desire — proceeding 
from 
sources unknown to him—to bring on 
a war between the United States and 
Al ex I c a 
The president does not regard the 
movement as extensive, but as very 
troublesome, and referred to misrep­ 
resentations iii sonic individual new s­ 
papers. Ile indicated that he shared 
roirtewhat the views of Senator John 
Sharp Williams, who declared In the 
-cpntc on Saturday that an organized 
lobby existed to involve the United 
States in war. 
There in no occasion for alarm, in 
tilt1 opinion of the president, who told 
his coilers that within the last forty- 
i i -bt hours the Mexican situation had 
improved materially. It was made clear 
by the president that the instructions 
to John Lind, his personal representa­ 
tive, who has arrived in Mexico City, 
were chiefly to inform the American 
government how things stood gener­ 
ally in Mexico and Just what were the 
opportunities for the good offices of 
the United States in the interests of 
peace. 
Sooner or later, it was pointed out, 
Lind will make certain suggestions to 
the Huerta government through the 
American embassy, but in just what 
circum stances has not been determin­ 
ed upon. Anything in the suggestions 
that properly may he made public will 
bo revealed, according to administra­ 
tion offlclfls in Washington, and for­ 
eign governments will be constantly 
apprised of Hie various steps tai. n 
by the United States. This may not 
take place for several days. 
The 
president has had no direct 
communication either w*th the Huerta 
government or the Constitutionalists, 
and he indicated to his callers that he 
would 
welcom e 
more 
information 
about the purpose of the Constitution­ 
alists. 
It was learned also that the fir* ri­ 
ff* nt has not formally considered re­ 
cognition of the belligerency of the 
Constitutionalists, but that, insofar as 
territory alone is concerned, lie te­ 
tra rd oil that held by the Con.-titu’ioti- 
alists as strong enough in proportion 
to that controlled by the Huerta gov­ 
ernment to make recognition of the 
Constitutionalists not wholly unjusti­ 
fiable from a diplomatic standpoint. 
With Lind safely in a suite at the 
Hotel Laacurain. Mexico City, where 
he is under the direct protection of 
the American embassy, state depart­ 
ment officials breathed la d e r , for til v 
considered that the 
most 
perilous 
stage of Lind’s mission has now been 
passed. 
It 
was feared that Huerta would 
either liar Lind from landing at Vera 
Cruz or would provide such slight pro­ 
tection that he might 
be 
assaulted 
with impunity. Neither of these fear* 
proved to be Justified and the only ac­ 
tion of Huerta now expected against 
the United States that he might de­ 
port Mr. Lind after he receives the 
later * m assage from President Wilson.

— Ex- 
Governor John Lind, the personal en­ 
voy of President Wilson In Mexico 
City, installed himself in temporary 
affines in the United Stated embassy 
as unofficial adviser to the American 
charge d’affaires,

nessy. 
Lind devoted several hours to close 
conference with the t harge d'affaires, 
diseasing the difficulties of the Mexi­ 
can nation, for which it is said he 
bring* a panacea. 
Dr. William Bayard Hale, who no 
longer hides hi* identity a* the con­ 
fidential envoy of President Wilson, 
called at the em bassy and held a long 
coolen nee with Lind and O Hhaugu- 
nessy. 
No 
one ut the 
conference 
would state what the first steps of the 
pacification plan were to be or when 
they were to Do taken. 
Frederlco Gambrel, the new Mexican 
teeretary of foreign relations, speak­ 
ing 
with 
regard 
to Lind's mission, 
said: “I have great faith in the rea 
sowable ness of the judgment of the 
United Slate*, and I have the convic­ 
tion that tho difficulties between Mex­ 
ico and the United States will soon be 
adjusted.” 
There was to be a great demonstra­ 
tion to show the popular approval of 
Huerta’s refusal to consider mediation, 
but the affair dwindled into a parade 
of students and laborers, estimated to 
number not more than 
I OOO. 
The 
president aud his cabinet reviewed the 
parade anil there was at no time any 
tendency toward disorder.
